It is said that the form er feeling of 
assurance which the defense m anifest­ 
ed in the case of Mrs. Boyle has dis­ 
appeared and th at the vigorous prose­ 
cution begun by the statejfias alarmed 
them. 
Some recently discovered evi­ 
dence is said to have had its effect 
upon Mrs. Boyle’s counsel and the be­ 
lief is prevalent th at an effort will be 
made to get the woman back to Cleve­ 
land before she can he brought to 
trial here. 
Cleveland authorities are 
said to be keeping in close touch with 
the case and to be ready to act in­ 
stantly if given an opportunity, the 
Cuyahoga county grand jury having

Ada, Okla.. April 20.—Two hundred 
citizens of Ada, practically all of tho 
better class, 
who were thoroughly 
disgusted with the kind of “justice” 
m eted out to crim inals in the sm aller 
tow ns of Oklahoma, took the law into 
th eir own hands and hanged four men 
for the murder of 
Deputy 
United 
States Marshal A. L. Bobbitt. 
The 
lynched victims are: 
J. B. Miller, Fort W orth, Tex., cat­ 
tlem an; B. Ii. Burrell, Duncan, Okla., 
ranch owner; Jus se W est, Canadian. 
Tex., ranch owner; Joe Allen, Cana­ 
dian, Tex., ranch owner. 
A few’ minutes after 3 o’clock in the 
morning the electric lights were sud­ 
denly shut off. 
Telephone communi­ 
cation also was cut off. 
There was 
no noise. 
Soon a few stragglers be­ 
gan to appear n *ar the jail building. 
“Good morning, neighbor,” was the 
greeting, “it’s a line day for a day.” 
And the newcomer, adm itting th at it 
was, soon found himself challenging 
those who strode in apparent leisure 
to the spot. 
The crowd grew larger. 
L ittle was said. 
A big man in a 
slouch hat soon appeared. 
“Glad to 
see you, boys,” he said. 
“Are you all 
ready?” A suppressed cry was the 
only answer. 
The men silently made 
their way toward the jail a few blocks 
away. 
" T h^r had scarcely gone a block 
when County A ttorney Robert Wim- 
bish, who had received word th at the 
mob was forming, m et them. 
The 
crowd came to a stop at his request. 
Attorney Wimbish said: 
“Men of Ada, you are disgracing 
this community in the eyes of the 
wrorld. 
Think this m atter over calm­ 
ly and let the law’ take its course. 
I 
appeal to you as an officer of the law 
to return to your homes.” 
The mob listened attentively, then 
proceeded on its way. 
The attorney 
attem pted again to talk to them. 


Not the Time for Speeches. 
“This is no tim e for speeches,” said 
the leader. 
The jail was soon reached. 
A high 
board fence surrounding it was thrown 
down. 
The crowd entered the en­ 
closure. 
There was a whispered con­ 
sultation, and then the tall man in 
the slouch hat pounded on the Jail 
door. Only one man, Guard McCarthy, 
was on duty. 
“McCarthy.” said the loader, “open 
this door at once. 
We mean business. 
H urry; ifs near daylight.” 
“You might as well go home boys,” 
responded the officer. 
“This door will 
never open from this side.” 
Another whispered conference, and 
then 
three 
men 
threw them selves 
against the frail jail door, and the mob 
rushed 
in. 
Guard 
McCarthy 
was 
struck with a revolver and rendered 
unconscious. 
The four prisoners wrere 
quickly secured. 
W est fought des­ 
perately. 
The others made no resis­ 
tance. 
“If you’re going to hang mo, do it 
quick,” said Miller. 
The mob led the four men to a barn 
a few hundred feet away and stood 
them in a straight line. 
“Tell us w hat you devils know’ about 
Bobbitt’s m urder,” shouted the mob 
leader. 
W est answered for the four. 
He 
said: 
“ We don’t know who you men are 
and we don’t care. 
For myself, if I 
had a sixshooter a few of you would 
bite the dust. 
But th a t’s talk as long 
as my shooting iron is in Toxas. You 
boys appear to have a job to do. Why 
don t you do it? 
We won’t tell any­ 
thing, and you ------” 
“The ropes,” the leader broke in, 
and the four men were carried to a 
beam and strung up. 
Ju st before the 
rope was placed about his neck Miller 
calmly removed a diamond from his 
shirt-front and requested that it be 
sent to his wife in Fort W orth. From 
his necktie he drew out a diamond 
scarfpin with the request th at It be 
given to Guard McCarthy for his kind­ 
ness to him. 
The mob then disap­ 
peared. 
At daylight the bodies of the 
lynched men were cut down.

The committee to whom had been 
referred the matter of fixing 
the 
amount of revolving fund reported that 
there be $10,000 of the bonds sold the 
current year. A motion was passed 
directing that the necessary resolution 
be ordered drawn for presentation at 
the first meeting in May. 
The street committee reported on the 
bill of Wm. McKinley, that that part 
of the bill which was for hauling shav­ 
ings on the streets of Northeast Brain 
erd, being without orders, be not al­ 
lowed. 
The report was accepted and 
the bill ordered paid in accordance with 
their recommendation. 
The street commissioner made a re­ 
port of the machinery and tools in his 
hands. 
The report was referred back 
for correction and the city clerk was 
instructed to notify all city officers to 
file inventories of all property on hand 
prior to the next meeting. 
A motion was made that the finance 
committee be directed to audit the 
books of the officers and that they be 
empowered to employ necessary help 
to do so. 
City Attorney Ryan objected 
to the motion declaring that the coun­ 
cil could not empower the committee 
to hire help. Aldermen Johnson and 
Halladay took exception, the former 
flatly contradicting the attorney. There 
was considerable heat involved during 
the discussion which was terminated 
by the passage of a motion made by 
Alderman Rowley that “ the finance 
committee be authorized to employ 
necessary expert help to audit the books 
of the officers of the city from Nov. I, 
1906 to date." 
A resolution annulling the special 
assessment for curbing on certain prop­ 
erty on which the curb had been put in 
by the owners was on motion adopted, 
all voting aye. 
A petition was presented for a side­ 
walk in Sleeper's Park addition and 
was on motion referred to the street 
committee. 
A petition was presentedjfor a lateral 
sewer on South Ninth street from Vine 
to Laurel streets. Moved and carried 
that it be referred to the sewer com­ 
mittee to report at next meeting. 
Alderman Paine asked information as 
to the interpretation as to the matter 
of filling or cutting for sidewalks, but 
no action was taken. 
A petition was presented asking for 
a lateral sewer through block 198 and 
through the block on which the Whit­ 
tier school is located. It was on mo­ 
tion referred to the sewer committee. 
Alderman Halladay reported that one 
of the fire horses was used up and the 
committee had been compelled to hire a 
horse. 
He advocated the purchase of 
a new team rather than of a single 
horse. The fire committee was in­ 
structed to send one of the drivels out 
to examine any supposedly suitable 
team offered or learned of.

No Alienists W ill Be Called to Show 


That Arm y Officer Is Insane— Pris­ 


oner Nervous in Court. 


Flushing, N. Y., April 20.—That the 
“unwritten law” will not figure in the 
trial of Captain Peter C. Hains, Jr., 
U. S. A., for the murder of William E. 
Annis at the Bayside Yacht club last 
August, was the positive statem ent 
made by John F. McIntyre, chief coun­ 
sel for the defense, at the opening of 
the trial before Justice Garretson in 
the supreme court here. 
Mr. McIntyre made the statem ent in 
open court in the examination of 
talesmen and reiterated It after court 
adjourned for the day. 
‘“We do not intend to appeal to any 
unwritten law in this case,” said Mr. 
McIntyre. 
“Our defense is one of in­ 
sanity, pure and simple.’* 
Mr. McIntyre said he would not call 
any alienists to show that his client 
was insane, but would leave it to the 
Jury to decide as to his mental con­ 
dition at the time of the shooting. 
District Attorney Dewitt announced 
that he had retained three alienists to 
combat any testimony of insanity 
which the defense might offer. 
The first day’s session closed after 
some fifty talesmen had been ex­ 
amined, with only two jurors in the 
jury box. 
The prisoner appeared nervous and 
weary after his first day’s experience* 
In court. 
He showed marked indiffer­ 
ence iii all the proceedings and passed 
much of the time with his head bowed 
in his hands. 
His father, General Pe­ 
ter C. Hains, and his brother, Major 
Hains, sat beside him in court, but 
he seldom spoke to them.
